Boldyga wins 5th

Service continues in the veterans community

A s we get ready to celebrate 
Veterans Day this week¬ 
end, we sat down with Fran 
Curnow, a Marine Corps Vietnam 
veteran from Feeding Hills, to talk 
about his service and about what 
Veterans Day means to him. 

Q: What motivated you to go into ser¬ 
vice and join the Marine Corps? 

A: I wanted to duck the draft, so 
I joined the Marines. The draft was 
a big thing back then. Either you 
went with it and let it happen, join 
the service, or you went to college. 
It made you think about where you 
were going ... I say it made you get 
off your butt and make a choice. I 
chose the Marines, I chose aviation. 

Q: Why the Marine Corps and aviation? 

A: I got into the Marine Corps 
and I’m glad I did. Aviation is 
something I wanted to do for a long 
time ... there’s a lot of tradition, a 
lot of great things that we’ve been 
involved in. I’m very proud of us. I 
made a lot of friendships. It’s just 
not the same. I would say there’s 
very few civilian j obs where you can 
build up that relationship, comrad- 
ery. I’m still in touch with a lot of 
guys from my Vietnam time. 

Q: What did you do during your service? 

A: I was flying helicopters in 
Vietnam. We did basically, cutting 
it all down to the basics, get up in 
the morning, go fly all day, resupply 
people, sometimes pull guys out 
that were wounded out or bring 
Marines guys in. At the end of the 
day, come back and have chow or, 
of course, we had 24 hours a day 
depending on what you were doing. 

Q: Did you ever have to fly into an active 
combat zone? 

A: We were always in a war zone. 
Let’s put it this way, every once and 
a while they’d greet you with mortar 
shells overnight... we’d go out during 
the day, talk to the people, ‘Hey, we 
want to help you,’ but on the other 



hand were looking for the Vietcong. 
The people were caught between us. 
If we found bad guys in the village, 
we’d take action, capture them, and 
then we would leave and the [Viet¬ 
cong] would come in at night and 
threaten them. [If the villagers] didn’t 
do what they wanted, they’d kill them 
or their village chief. The Vietnamese 
were caught between us. 

Q: What did you do when you came 
back to the States? 

A: I came back for three years as 
a flight instructor at Pensacola, Fla. 
I finished up a total of six years on 
active duty and then a year after I 
came back I got into the reserves, so 
I continued to fly out of South Wey¬ 
mouth near Boston. The Marine 
reserves at Westover today, some of 
those were the ones at South Wey¬ 
mouth. South Weymouth has been 
shut down since 1993. 

Q: What’s the biggest difference be¬ 
tween flying charter as opposed to the 
Marines? 

A: Nobody’s shooting at you. 
Aviation is in my blood. The excite-

miles.” 


ment of flying into combat cannot 
be matched by anything else. You 
have your highs ... it’s the old saying 
‘hours of boredom with moments 
of sheer terror.’ There might’ve been 
more moments of terror in combat 
compared to civilian life, but pre-ci¬ 
vilian aviation — some could call it 
boring compared to combat opera¬ 
tion — but we learned a lot. 

Q: When you came back from Vietnam, 
do you feel you got the support you 
needed? 

A: When I came back, you’re on 
active duty and I got into the re¬ 
serves. I got a job right away and I 
kept on going. I didn’t go after any 
extra support, I didn’t feel I need¬ 
ed it. A lot of people did, people 
that got hurt, they were treated by 
the VA over time. They didn’t un¬ 
derstand this PTSD business back 
then. If they did, I think a lot of 
Americans didn’t treat us the way 
they should’ve. [In] 1993 I went to 
a reunion and somebody actually 
thanked me for my service. That’s 
more common today, but back then 

— except within your community 

— you didn’t say much about it. 

Q: What have you been doing since re¬ 
tiring from service and flying? Do you 
have any favorite hobbies? 

A: Raising bulldogs. I’ve got four 
champion bulldogs who like go to 
the Cape and go down by the wa¬ 
ter, I’ve got a house down there. 
Doing veteran’s activities with Aldo 
[Mancini] and the Marine Corps 
League. I keep involved with that 


and still get to be around marines. 

Q: Why bulldogs? 

A: I think it’s somewhere in 
our ancient history between me 
and my wife we saw some dogs. 
Bulldogs, you think of the Marine 
Corps. Bulldogs/devil dogs, you’ll 
see them tied up within the Ma¬ 
rine Corps, that goes back to World 
War I. The Germans thought the 
Marines were so damn tough they 
called us “teufel hunden,” effective¬ 
ly “devil dogs” or “dogs of the devil.” 
I think over the years, I know we’ve 
had over 30 dogs. 

Q: How did you get involved with Aldo 
and the Agawam Veterans Council? 

A: I’ve been involved in a Marine 
Corps League in Westfield doing all 
sorts of things from Toys for Tots to 
helping out at the Soldiers Home 
and somewhere in there I met Aldo 
and got on the veterans committee 
in town. This goes back to some¬ 
where around 2004, 2005. 

Q: How do you feel about the work the 
Veterans Council does in town? 

A: I think there are other things 
we’d like to do. We’d like to see more 
veterans coming to the committee. 
We’d like to see more veterans in¬ 
volved in whatever — whether it’s 
flagging graves, coming to a break¬ 
fast, whatever. When we have our 
big Memorial Day parade, we try to 
welcome guys in to march with us, 
ride us. We try to recognize all the 
veterans we can and try to get the 
community to recognize all that vet¬ 
erans have done ... we’re of a mind 
that what happened post-Vietnam, 
we don’t want that to ever happen 
again. I think we’ve come a long way 
as a country so that it won’t. 

Q: What does it mean to yourself and 
your fellow veterans to see the com¬ 
munity come out for Veterans Day and 
Memorial Day? 

A: It’s important to us. It’s im¬ 
portant because those guys have 
gone through that time and to see 
people paying attention now, that’s 
a big deal.

Principal is investigating AHS 
bathroom brawl last Thursday 


An investigation is ongoing into an 
altercation in an Agawam High School 
boys bathroom between two male stu¬ 
dents resulted in unspecified injuries on 
Thursday, Nov. 1, according to Principal 
Thomas Schnepp.

Yard waste collections continue this month 


Singing Christmas Tree 
begins Dec. 7 at Bethany 


Bethany Assembly of God in 
Agawam will give eight presen¬ 
tations of its Singing Christmas 
Tree Spectacular during the first 
two weekends of December. 

The 60-voice Bethany, adorn¬ 
ing a 25-foot tall Christmas tree as 
ornaments, will be accompanied 
by the 18-piece Bethany Orches¬ 
tra.

Fall yard waste curbside col¬ 
lections will continue through 
early December, with at least two 
remaining pickups for each resi¬ 
dence in town. 

Residents whose recycling is 
collected on “A” weeks will have 
yard waste picked up this week, 
Nov. 19-24 (Thursday and Friday 
collections delayed one day be¬ 
cause of the holiday) and Dec. 
3-7. Remaining “B” week collec¬ 
tions are Nov. 12-16 and Nov. 26- 
30. Yard waste is collected on the 
same day as recycling. 

Yard waste includes grass clip¬ 
pings, leaves, weeds, shrub trim¬ 
mings and brush or limbs under 
3 inches in diameter. Limbs un¬ 
der 3 inches in diameter must be 
tied in bundles, no greater than 3 
feet in length, weighing no more 
than 40 pounds. 

Yard waste may be placed in 


a 30-gallon two-ply kraft paper 
bag, or in trash containers, no 
larger than 32 gallons, with han¬ 
dles. Containers must be clearly 
labeled as “yard waste” — stick¬ 
ers are available at the DPW, 
1000 Suffield St., Agawam. Bags 
and barrels may not exceed 40 
pounds in weight. Bags or bar¬ 
rels in excess of 40 pounds, or 
too heavy to be lifted by one per¬ 
son, will not be collected. Biode¬ 
gradable plastic bags will not be 
picked up. 

In addition to the curbside 
pickups, Agawam residents 
may drop off their yard waste at 
Bondi’s Island.

Agawam residents are asked 
not to rake or blow leaves, or oth¬ 
er yard materials, into the public 
street or into storm drains. Dead 
leaves typically collect in roads, 
and in moderate rain storms 
can be washed into or on top of 
storm drains, blocking or reduc¬ 
ing the drains’ effectiveness and 
creating a flood risk. 

Yard waste carried by rain¬ 
fall into storm drains can also 
spread pollutants, as lawns and 
leaves are loaded with nutrients 
that can cause harm to water re¬ 
sources. To reduce stormwater 
pollution, residents are asked 
to never dump anything down 
storm drains; compost yard 
waste, if possible; direct down¬ 
spouts away from paved surfac¬ 
es; and not apply fast-release fer¬ 
tilizers before a predicted heavy 
rainfall.

added Public Works Superintendent Chris¬ 
topher Golba. 

Sapelli’s office will be working with the 
Department of Public Works to determine 
which projects will get moved up the pri¬ 
ority list. He noted that reconstruction 
projects on Corey Street, Albert Street, 
South West Street from Barry Street to the 
Connecticut state line, and Pleasant Valley 
Road among the finalists being considered. 

“Those are projects on the top of our 
list,” he said. “We’ll have to see what can be 
done at this point. We’re going to spend it 
on streets, for sure. We’re going to spend it 
and get more done.” 

Golba said that was planning to meet 
with Sapelli this week to go over the list of 
projects and make decisions on what will 
be done in 2019. 

“It’ll be a combination of what roads 
we think, and the mayor thinks should 
be done sooner rather than later,” he ex¬ 
plained. “The structure and condition of a 
street changes year to year. We reevaluate 
each street come spring time. It’s an ongo¬ 
ing process.” 

The additional Chapter 90 funds are 


part of $40 million in additional funding 
provided to Massachusetts municipalities 
through a supplemental budget, signed 
by Baker on Oct. 23. The additional funds 
bring Agawam’s fiscal 2019 highway aid to¬ 
tal to $969,027. 

Sapelli said last week that the DPW was 
putting the finishing touches on the last of 
the in-progress projects. Beech Hill Road, 
High Meadow Road and Robin Ridge Drive 
were awaiting their top layer of pavement. 
Drain structures had been raised and base 
layer applied, but weather conditions were 
causing delays in getting the final coat 
down. Park Street and Ralph Street in Feed¬ 
ing Hills also await their top coats. Line 
painting will also be done once the paving 
is complete. 

“We’ll probably have that last coat put 
on those last three streets next week,” Sa¬ 
pelli said last week. “They’re not completed 
yet, but they’re close.” 

Reconstruction projects for Emerson 
Road, Haskell Street, Walnut Street and 
Wright Street have all been completed this 
year. Preventative maintenance for fog and 
crack sealing on Franklin Street, Franklin 
Street Extension, Hendom Drive, Lake View 
Circle, Poplar Street and Silver Lake Drive 
were finished as well.

‘Thank you’ 
for service 
and peace 


O n Monday morning, while many 
of us will wake up and give thanks 
for a day off of work, we should 
be waking up ready to thank a veteran. 
Here in Agawam, residents will have the 
opportunity on Sunday thanks to the 
Veterans Council and other veterans 
organizations in town, who are holding 
their traditional wreath-laying events on 
Nov. 11 itself. 

Veterans Day, originally called Armi¬ 
stice Day, was first proclaimed on Nov. 
11 in 1919 by President Woodrow Wil¬ 
son, recognizing that fighting from “The 
Great War” had ceased seven months 
prior to the Treaty of Versailles when an 
armistice, a temporary cessation of hos¬ 
tilities, was established between the Al¬ 
lied nations and Germany. The armistice 
went into effect on the 11th hour of the 
11th day of the 11th month. It is a day re¬ 
membered as “the war to end all wars.” 

President Wilson said, “To us in Amer¬ 
ica, the reflections of Armistice Day will 
be filled with solemn pride in the hero¬ 
ism of those who died in the country’s 
service and with 
gratitude for the 
victory, both be¬ 
cause of the thing 
from which it has 
freed us and be¬ 
cause of the op¬ 
portunity it has 
given America to 
show her sympa¬ 
thy with peace 
and justice in the 
councils of the 
nations....” 

As time passed, celebrations were 
held on the day beginning at 11 a.m., 
mostly with parades and public meet¬ 
ings and brief suspensions of business. 
On May 13, 1938, an act of Congress 
made the 11th of November in each year 
a legal holiday — originally known as 
Armistice Day, dedicated to the cause of 
world peace. 

Though originally set aside as a day 
to honor veterans of World War I, in 
1954, after World War II and Korea, the 
83rd Congress amended the 1938 law by 
changing the word “Armistice” to “Veter¬ 
ans,” establishing the holiday we know 
today. Following the approval on June 
1, 1954, Nov. 11 became a day to honor 
American veterans of all wars. 

Our nation already observed Memo¬ 
rial Day, where those who died in battle 
are commemorated, but Nov. 11 offered 
a perfect opportunity to put the spot¬ 
light on all veterans, and particularly 
those who live among us and carry the 
wounds of battle, physical and psycho¬ 
logical, every day. Like their fallen com¬ 
rades, they too served and fought and 
sacrificed. They too deserve our thanks. 

We say on Memorial Day that free¬ 
dom and liberty are purchased with 
the blood of the fallen. There’s another 
gift that our veterans — both living and 
dead — have given us, at high cost, and 
it’s especially fitting to remember it on 
the holiday originally known as Armi¬ 
stice Day. It’s the gift of peace. We in 21st 
century America have never known the 
dread of cannonfire on our shores, the 
fear of an occupying army, the stress of 
an economy and community torn apart 
by war. We owe that basic security to 
the skill, discipline and courage of our 
armed forces. 

This Veterans Day, say “thank you” to 
a veteran for his or her service and sacri¬ 
fice. And say “thank you” for the original 
purpose of Armistice Day — to celebrate 
the peace.

From yesteryear’s editions of the Agawam Advertiser News, 
compiled by Michael Ballway 

A year ago: City Councilor Donald Rheault received a standing 
ovation from his colleagues during at the Nov. 8,2017, council 
meeting, just a day after losing his bid for re-election. Rheault, 
a former council president who had served almost continuously 
since the 1980s, was considered the “dean” of council. He was 
one of two longtime public servants — the other being Richard 
Theroux, who had been involved in town government as either 
an elected official or as town clerk since the 1970s — voted 
off the council. 

Five years ago: Police Chief Robert Campbell announced 
in mid-November 2013 that he would retire in less than two 


months’ time, ending a 40-year career at the Agawam Police 
Department. His career highlights included riding with Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush’s motorcade in Boston in 2002; among 
his disappointments was the fact that the Lisa Ziegert murder, 
which occurred in 1992 when he was the captain of the detec¬ 
tive bureau, had not yet been solved. He was appointed chief 
in 1994. 

Ten years ago: Students at Agawam Middle School partici¬ 
pated in “Mix It Up at Lunch Day” on Nov. 13, 2008, with stu¬ 
dents intentionally sitting at different lunch tables and using 
“conversation starter” prompts to get to know classmates other 
than their usual friends. The nationwide initiative is designed 
to foster respect and understanding across social and racial 
boundaries.

Record omission forces 
seedings to be scrambled

CHICOPEE — The seedings meetings for 
boys and girls soccer were not held without 
some controversy last Wednesday as an error 
originating from the Berkshires caused the 
Walker ratings for teams in the tournament 
to have to be re-calculated at the meeting. 

Anxious coaches and some players had 
to wait some three hours before the seeds 
were re-finalized. 

The error had to do with Hoosac Val¬ 
ley Regional High School, a school from 
Cheshire, a town south of North Adams. 

The Hurricanes, which mostly play Berk¬ 
shire teams, did have some interaction with 
teams in all three divisions. The results of 
those games thus affected the Walker rat¬ 
ings of those teams as well. 

The Walker system is utilized by most 
Western Massachusetts sports for tourna¬ 
ment seedings because of the diversity of 
the area. Teams are seeded with a formula 


that not only takes into account overall re¬ 
cords, but records against teams that have 
made tournament, as well as a points sys¬ 
tem for strength of schedule. 

In the case of Hoosac Valley, the Hur¬ 
ricanes faced Belchertown, a Division 1 
team, and Lenox, a strong Division 4 team. 
The Hurricanes play in Division 3 for tour¬ 
nament purposes, and faced several teams 
in that division, including Mount Greylock, 
which faces South Hadley in the quarterfi¬ 
nals. Drury, Wahconah, Mahar, and Monu¬ 
ment Mountain were also affected by Hoo¬ 
sac, which did not report all of its games to 
tournament officials, resulting the delaying 
of seeds. 

When it was all said and done, Divi¬ 
sion 1 was led by Minnechaug as the No. 1 
seed. Agawam received the No. 4 seed and 
Belchertown, which went 9-7-2, was the 
sixth seed. 

The tournament is set to conclude this 
weekend with finals scheduled for Saturday 
and Sunday at Westfield State University.

Halloween the team in or¬ 
ange came away with the 
victory, completing its sec¬ 
ond consecutive undefeat¬ 
ed regular season.

He attributes his victory to the 
hard work and long hours he and 
his team put into knocking on 
doors, making calls and making 
sure residents made it to the polls 
on election day. He started elec¬ 
tion day at 5 a.m. and said they 
made more than 1,000 calls to res¬ 
idents reminding them to go vote. 

“It’s exciting. On election night, 
you’re always nervous and hoping 
all the hard work paid off,” Boldy- 
ga said. “This election cycle, we 
knocked on over 7,000 doors and 
made just as many phone calls. 
We always work hard, and I per¬ 
sonally enjoy knocking on doors. I 
think people appreciate it. I think 
it’s good to get out there, talk to 
the voters and actually hear their 
concerns.” 

Among the concerns heard 
is funding for the public schools 
in the district. Boldyga has three 
children in public schools and is 
making additional funding for ed¬ 
ucation his top priority when he 
returns to Beacon Hill. 

“People are concerned about 
jobs, making sure they have a 
roof over their head here, mak¬ 
ing sure they can send their kids 
to college,” he said. “My first pri¬ 
ority is focused on our education 
funding. We’re focused on getting 
more money back here to the dis¬ 
trict for public schools.” 

Both candidates also said they 
knew the outcome of the elec¬ 
tion once the first four precincts 
reported in, and Boldyga took a 
strong lead. 

Among the well-wishers at 
Boldyga’s victory rally were state 
Sen. Donald Humason Jr., R-West- 
field, who was unopposed on lo¬ 
cal ballots, and Agawam Mayor 
William Sapelli. 

Both candidates were pleased 
with how the campaign was run. 
Bradford said that he opposes 
smear campaigns and was happy 
with the way Boldyga conducted

his campaign. Bradford feels the 
pivotal issue of the election was 
simply the lack of time to fully 
introduce himself to the district 
constituents.

majority to Marie Angelides, R-Long- 
meadow, who failed in her countywide 
bid for register of deeds. Angelides 
won Agawam 6,223 to 5,279 over Cher¬ 
yl Coakley-Rivera, but the Democratic 
nominee won 55 percent to 45 percent 
in Hampden County as a whole. Coak¬ 
ley-Rivera will take the office formerly 
held by the late Donald Ashe. 

Like most towns in Massachusetts, 
Agawam backed incumbent Gov. 
Charlie Baker over Democratic chal¬ 
lenger Jay Gonzalez. Though Baker 
took two-thirds of the vote statewide, 
his margin in Agawam was even larg¬ 
er, 9,536 to 2,135, or 81.7 percent. 

Though Agawam voted more Re¬ 
publican than the state as a whole, 
the towns to its west polled even more 
conservative. In the state representa¬ 
tive race, incumbent Nicholas Boldy- 
ga, R-Southwick, handily defeated 
challenger Forrest Bradford, D-Aga- 
wam, 7,303 to 4,291 in town, but won 
by a greater margin when the smaller, 
but more heavily Republican, results 
from Southwick and Granville were 
added. In the three-town district as a 
whole, Boldyga won 10,902 to 5,617. 

Agawam did vote for some Demo¬ 
crats. For state executive offices other 


than governor, local voters backed 
Democratic incumbents, though at a 
lower rate than the state as a whole. 
Maura Healey and William Francis 
Galvin were each re-elected with about 
70 percent of the statewide vote, but 
mustered just 55.6 percent and 58.3 
percent, respectively, in Agawam. 
Healey got 6,515 Agawam votes for at¬ 
torney general to 5,193 for Republican 
James McMahon III. Galvin garnered 
6,740 votes for secretary of state local¬ 
ly, versus 4,417 for Republican Antho¬ 
ny Amore and 409 for Green-Rainbow 
Party candidate Juan Sanchez. 

For treasurer, despite polling 67 
percent statewide, incumbent Dem¬ 
ocrat Deborah Goldberg took just 53 
percent of the Agawam vote, 6,118, 
while Republican Keiko Orrall re¬ 
ceived 4,677 and Green-Rainbow Ja¬ 
mie Guerin took 548. Auditor Suzanne 
Bump was re-elected with better than 
60 percent of the statewide vote, but 
barely won a majority in Agawam, 
with 5,705 votes to Republican Helen 
Brady’s 4,831, 387 for Green-Rainbow 
Edward Stamas, and 366 for Libertari¬ 
an Daniel Fishman. 

Governor’s Councilor Mary Hurley, 
D-Longmeadow, defeated indepen¬ 
dent candidate Mike Franco 6,788 to 
4,017 in Agawam, a closer race than 
the 75-25 split in the district as a 


whole. 

Agawam’s vote on Question 1 
— 8,584 “no” to 3,133 “yes” — close¬ 
ly echoed the statewide margin by 
which the ballot measure, which 
would have established mandatory 
patient-to-nurse ratios, failed. On the 
other two ballot questions, town vot¬ 
ers achieved the same result as their 
counterparts throughout the state, 
but with closer margins. 

Question 2, to advocate for a con¬ 
stitutional amendment reversing the 
Citizens United court decision on 
corporate spending in political cam¬ 
paigns, passed with a better than 70- 
30 margin statewide, but only mus¬ 
tered a 60 percent “yes” vote — 7,276 
“yes” to 4,201 “no” — locally. 

Question 3, which confirmed a 
state law making gender identity a 
prohibited ground for discrimination 
in public accommodations, garnered 
more than 65 percent support state¬ 
wide, but only 56 percent — 6,721 
“yes” to 5,019 “no” — in Agawam. 

Re-elected with no opposition on 
Tuesday’s ballot were U.S. Rep. Rich¬ 
ard Neal, D-Springfield; state Sen. 
Donald Humason Jr., R-Westfield; 
Hampden District Attorney Anthony 
Gulluni, D-Springfield; and Hamp¬ 
den Clerk of Courts Laura Gentile, 
D-Springfield.
